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Continuation of 1 1 . While a particular feature may have been set forth in a dependent claim of an earlier claim set under examination, this 
does not mean applicant is entitled to that feature added to a new and different invention. The different invention being a preview control 
element requiring user activation to cause the content of a selected media to be reproduced for review, i.e. to play a video clip, prior to 
recording. Accordingly, the restriction is maintained for reasons of record, including the rejection of claims 85-91 as described in the office 
action which includes MS Win's teaching of a control element located on the tools menu of the window called "View" (depicted on the 
window in the tool menu portion between "Edit" and "Go" of figs. 1 and 2), which allows users to select from among themes such as 
"Large Icons" and "Details" view; moreover, although users may customize the toolbar via the "Tools" option, select other file/folders via 
highlighting as 140 is depicted and collapse the pane on the right, the "View" option to select a theme is still made available in the tool 
menu of the window as depicted in both figs. 1 and 2. In regards to claim 89, MS Win teaches that upon users selection of a "Detail" view, 
a white background is determined to go with the selected "Detail" view (figs. 1-2). Furthermore, Sorderstrom et al. (US 2001/0047454 A1) 
teaches displaying a tree view of the files stored on a removable storage medium such as a CD/DVD (fig. 6C; sections [0054] and [0059]) 
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
